‘ANECDOTE, 
AMONG the many very fiogular circumfances whick 
attended the fettlement of this country, there are 
Gone More entertaining than the exportation of wives 
from England, for the colony of Virginia. Dr, Belknap, 
in his American Biography, a work replete with informa 
tion aod entertainment, has given us the following thoa 

account of that very uncommon article of merchandize- 

* it fecins to have beena general fentiment among thele 
colonifts, not to make Virgima the place of their perma 
nent refidence, but after acquiring a forwune, by plantiag 
and trade, to retuia to Engiand, For this reafon, molt 
of them were deftituie of families and had no natural at- 
taehment tothe country, To semedy this material defed, 


, Sir Edward Sandys, the new weafurer, prypoted to the 


Company to fend over a ficight of young women to make 
wives for the plantess. This propofal, with ieveral others 
made by that eminent ftatefmen, was received with uni 
verfal applaufe, aad the fuccefs anfwered their expec. 
tations. Ninety guls, ** young and uacorrupt,” were feu 
over at one time, (1620); and fixty more, “ handfome 
aud weil recommended,” at another (1621). Thefe were 
fyon bleffed with the objeét of their wifhes, The price 
of a wife, at firlt, was one hundred and twenty pounds 
ef tobacco; but as the number became fcearce, the price 
was increafed to one hundred and fifty pounds, the valye 
of which in money, was three fhillings per pound. Bya 
fubfequent aft of affembly, it was ordained, that * the 
price of a wife fhould have the precedent of other debuy, 
in recovery and payment, becaufe, of all kinds of mem 
chandize, this was the moft defirable.” 

Ah, defirable indeed! The hearts of thofe ruftic bach. 
elors mult have leaped for joy. And could that ™ mok 
deGrable” obje€& be now obtained for fo trifling a quanti. 
tyas “one hundred and fifty pounds of tobacco,” there 
would aot be a bachelor found ia the country, Our 
beaux, by only preferving the remains ef their fegars, 
might foon purchafe what perhaps, their galiantry could 
never acquire.

FIRE.

Sunday mormug prefeuied to our citizens a fpeGacle 
guly awful; never, fince the revolution, have they witnedl- 
ed {uch an one in this place. At about two in the morning, 
they were awekeoed from their peacetal flumbers by the 
Joud and :epeaied cries of Fire! 

It made its firtt appearance in a houfe near the head of 
Woodfide's wharf, and alieady had it become fo fo:mida- 
ble, as (ee mingly to thieaten att with the moft dreadful 
coulequences. |The ufual means---eng'acs, axes, &c. were 
uled, in order to airett itsprogiefs; but without cfleét; 
every moment gave it additional flrength. The weather 
was calm; the crackling flame extended inevery dire¢tion ; 
fentimenis of difmay and horror pervaded every breatt; 
and even hope was wlimoft extinguithed. Such a tcene few ; 
have beheld. Houle afier heufe was fucceflively torn | 
down: The furious flames did but mock the effort to flay 
their progrefs. In tins dilemma, the lait fad hope reted 
on the efteéts of gunpowder---it was accordingly brought. 
Thofe houfes inthe difierent quarters of communication, 
which if ‘ufiered to ftand would endanger ihe whole town, 
and which muit tnemielves foon have italien before the dee 
Rirudtive elemeni, were fucceflively blowa up, This cauf- 
ed an immediate abatement of the fire; and the citizens 
feizing the favorable moment, fucceeded in their endeavors 
toextinguifh i. At about feven in the morning the dan- 
got was entirely over, Had 1 continued for about an hour 
Jonger, ere this ihe Lown wouid have been a heap of athes; 
for the wind fpreng upfrom the weft, and continued to 
blow very freth for the remainder of the day. This was 
a direétion wich could not fail to have communicated the 
flames to the other parts of the town. 

Allthe foufes wuhin the fquare bounded by Water, 
Commerce, aud Main fireets, and by Burke’s whait, were 
totally confumed, ‘The whole number is computed to be 
about Go, the greate: part of which were built of wood, 
and occupied piuicipally by tradefmen. 

Thus, in a few fhort hours, the work of many years 
has been reduced to a heap of afhes-- the affluent to bare 
@ompetency, perhaps to poverty; aod the induftucus 
trade{man io want aud mifery! Let the hand of charity be 
extended ; letthe,mch teek out diltrefs, and admuniiter 
comfort, Many are the objeéts which call for aflittance, 
and more are there who cen allord to give it. The voice 
of humanity cries aloud, “ forget not that the fufferers are 
men as well as you,”
